Why I Oppose U.S. Imperialism in S.B, Asia 
by Riek Elmendorf 


The truth has finally transended the 
great wall of China and made the perilous 
journey through the American capitalist 
propaganda network. The truth of what life 
in revolutionary China is like is revealéd 
for all to perceive in the Sunday, Sept. 12 
issue of Parade magazine. Susan Shirk, a 
member of the Committee of Concerned Asian 
Scholars, was one of fifteen who visited 
mainland China, and her account of the people 
there reveals exactly what Communism has 
meant to the Asian peoples. 

The Chinese do not live under any 
oppressive government which denies the 
people their human rights. In China, there 
4s no government but the people. The people 
are guided by a revolutionary, pioneering 
force which is the domineering theme of the 
Chinese Communist culture. 

The Chinese revolutionary spirit is 
embodied everywhere in the slogan “Serve 
the people”. No other words sum up the 
Chinese ideology as well, it appears. 

This revolutionary ideal of democracy 
4s the most people~serving concept ever 
to exist in the history of man/ 

The Chinese people impressed Susan as 
being proud and self-confident, taking 
great pleasure in entertaining foreign 
guests. She mentioned an old woman, who 
spoke of how difficult life used to be 
and pointed to her bound feet as symbols of 
past oppression. The old woman was now 
able to serve a plentiful meal of meat, 
vegetables and millet. Other peasant 
grandmothérs thought that the most impor- 
tant change was that after generations 
of illiteracy, their grandchildrén were 
able to attend school. Also, hospitals 
are being established in the vountryside 
and medics are being trained, which is one 
of many of the people's programs. They do 
not enjoy our so-called "high standard of 
living", but with 800 million people, 
Communism has brought advances to the people 
they would never have realized through 
capitalism and free enterprise. 

In India, hundreds of millions are 
landless, starving, dying in the streets, 
this proletariat holding no hope for a 
future. Yet the government totally resists 
communism and revolutionary forces, Why? 
The government in India simply does not 
serve the people. Nevertheless, rev- 
olutionary ideals are spreading throughout 
Asia, N orth Korea and North Vietnam are 


examples of where the revolution has spread, 
of where government has finally been made 

to serve the needs of the people. ind the 
revolution would have spread into South Korea 
and South Vietnam, where the dictatorial 

and self-serving politicians would lose 
their power, to be replaced by people's 
government. It would have, but it didn't. 

The people were strong, and the reactionary 
governments would have been no match by them= 
selves. In both South Korea and South Vietna, 
the government was sustained by the brute 
imperialistic forces of the United States. 
For reasons that seem incomprehensible to me, 
unless I think of them on the basis of mass 
Amerikan psychosis, (pig Amerika), the U.S. 
government used its mass military strength, 
supplemented by weak South Korean and South 
Vietnamese mercenaries, to forcibly sustein 
a government that did not give a damn about 
the lives of the people. We are doing it 
right now, supporting leaders in both countries, 
who in turn, do not support the people, but 
only themselves. 

The Chinese people believe that it is the 
U.S. government that is their enemy, not the 
Amerikan people. From this end of the line, 
however, with the large public support 
given Nixon's S.E, Asian policids, it appears 
that not only are pig Amerikans enemies of 
the Chinese, but thay are, in fact, enemies 
of themselves. 


Most Amerikans are probably aghast at 
thought of the mass political executions that 
have occurred in China in the past. "This 
simply couldn't happen under our system of 
government," they believe, Let's see just 
what has happened under our system of gov- 
ernment. 

When our nation was founded, the southern 
way of life was based on the exploitation of 
slave labor. Slaves by the thousands lived 
lives little better than that of animals, and 
this went on for 90 years after our country 
was founded, In the north, with the beginning 
of industrialiém, white slavery began. Bus- 
inessmen and industrialists, under full san- 
ction of the U.S, government, built their 
gargantuan corporate empires at the expense 
of the laborer. Child labor, the 12-14 hour work- 


day, dangerous working conditions, starvation 
wages, high unemployment--these were the 
foundation of our “wonderful free-enterprise 
system," 

Don't gorget the Indian. 
and almost wiped him out in the process.

all of that was in the past. . . or is it? 
Do the blacks and Indians have the ecual 
rights of whites, or are they still sup- 
pressed in the ghetto and on the reser~ 
vation?

Let’s bring the Amerikan story up te 
date. 45,000 young men have died as a 
part of our imperialist forces in Vietnam. 
Most were drafted, or arbitrarily forced 
by the U.S. government to fight. And 
don"t forget the S, Vietnamese who haw 
died by U.S, hands. My Lai for one in:tanes. 
Of course Nogth Vietnamese deaths do not 
count because it*s our job to kill then, 

We can*t forget our prisons, Prisoners 
are treated like less than humans, oy even 
animals, and radical thoughts among inmates 
are not tolerated. Instead of a peial sys- 
tem, a rehabilitation system is in order. 
Riots start, are crushed, and the *eprese 
sion becomes greater. Incidents juch as 
Soledad, San Quentin, and Attica .iccur, 
Finally, the revolution will go lisyond the 
prisons, and the Second American Revolution 
will have begun. 

Back to China. Those who wers executed 
ea n only be construed to have een enemies 
of the people.

THE QUESTION OF’ SALVATION 


A perplexing concept which 
plagues many Christians is that 
of salvation, and the afterlife. 
What is it like to not be saved? 
This thought has troubled many 
a doubting Christian. myself in~ 
cluded. 

But as I've studied the New 
Testament, I've stopped wondering. 
Not only am I sure I'll be saved, 
because I beleive, I have also 
become convinced that every man, 
woman, and child who ever lived 
will be with me. 

This idea, which not at all 
new or original, no doubt es- 
tranges me with many. The thoug ht 
of condemnation of the wicked is 
older than Christ himself. But 
I am now sure it is in error, 

Whether or not God's Kingdom 
is yet to come or is here-~ 
I personally beleive the latter, 
but that will be discussed later. 
One thing is certain: this King- 
dom will revolve around one cen- 
tral idea, that being God's will 
By a bit of reasoning we can procve 
this. Sinele Christ obeyed God's 
will ("Nevertheless, not my 
will, but thine be done.) and 
Jesus was righteous: “Jesus 
Christ, the righteous ..." 
 dotn 2301), then the Kingd om of God 
is ama tter of righteousness 
Thus, we pecture a Kingdom where God's 

will is supreme. From this basic premise 
I of fer the following bibical quote to 
ba ck up my beleif tha t ali men will be 
saved. 

"G od is not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should be saved". 
Note the key word willing. I+ is God's will 
that all men be saved. Since in God’s King- 
d om His will will reign, we ca nea sily 
see the validity of the contention that 
everyone will share in "“salvation’. 

There is little doubt in Christiandom 
that when Christ was resurrected, he 
conquered for all time the finality of 
death, Indeed, this was his one great 
triumph. Yet, too many would tave you 
believe that death ends all chance to 
repent. This in essence, denies one of two 
things, Either (1) death ends Jod's power 
to save, or (2) death ends God's will- 
ingness to save. There is no way 2round 
it. If death ends man's chance to be 


"saved", it must be due to God’s inability or 
unwillingness. 

If either of these is true, then we, 
immediately devaiue God. To say that He is 
incapable of saving one after death is to 
deny that Christ conyered death. It is 
foolish to believe that the very One who 
created life (and, therefore, death) has no 
control over it. So if we are to believe 
that men cannot repeat, it must be due to 
God's unwillingness to forgive us. 

Matthew (12:31), Mark (3:29) and Luke (12:10) 
speak of an "unforgivable sin", This is often 
misinterpreted as an “eternal]¥ sin" (which 
Mork in fact calls it) which will never be 
forgiven, Yet this is completely alien to 
the theory that all sins will be forgiven, 
no matter how terrible they be, if one but 
asks for forgiveness. 

Thus, I feel the carrect interpretation, 
which Christ's teaching and actions support, 
is that "a sin is only unforgiveable so long 
as one refuses to ask forgiveness." Since 
one who “speaks against the Soirit" naturally 
is not going to turn around and ask forgive- 
ness, it is easy to see the origins if the 
term “unforgiveable sin". Yet, should one 
change his mind, God surely will forgive him. 
"God forgave us all our sins " (Col:13) 

“If he says "I repent" in you must forgive 
him." (Luke 17:4) "Ask and it will be given" 
(Matt7:7) . 

Since there is no sin toogreat to be for~ 
given, it follows that if anyone is to not 
be saved due to death before renentence, God 
himself must bave established death as a 
"yarrier™ to himself, This is valid thinking, 
with but one flaw. To deny that Christ is the 
final wordly authority on heavenly matters 
is to quéstion the foundation of Christianity... 
Truly, Christ was closer to God than all the 
prophets together. Yet nowhere in the New 
Testament does Christ speak of the finality 
of death. ‘ever once does he say ‘repent befor 
fore you die." 

Thus, I have arrived at the conclusion 
that everyone will ultimately be saved. To 
believe otherwise is pure hyvocrisy. It is 
to say, "God is showing more mevcy on me than 
on you", Yet Paul says to the Romans, "God 
has made all men prisoners of disobedience, 
that he might show mercy to them all." 

Above all, do not fall into the trap of 
believing stories of condemnation, These 
are but misinterpretations of Jesus" teachings. 
True, he warns of eternal punishment. But 
he never says that anyone will receive it. 

In following the word of Christ, it is imp- 
erative that the full meaning is taken in.

"It seems to be popular to complain and 
protest rather than to recognize object- 
ively that we enjoy the best standard of 
living in the world," stated dion, I 
suppose that what dion means is that when 
one is objective, one can ignore our prob- 
lems.

The where is easy; Christ hime 
self says, "My “inedom is not in 
this world.”(John 12:34) Rather, he 
says, "The Xinezdom of Sol is within 
you, (Luke17:21) Thus, we can safew 
ly concluie that the “inedom is 
not _esrthly. 

The fact that the Xinedom is 
within us no doubt surprises manye 
Yet not once does Christ ever claim 
otherwisesnot once does he sneak of 
a physical Kinedom. Only the Revel- 
ation does, and since this book's 
value is not as historical truth, 
but rather in its messam » it is 
not reliable as literal fact (which 
it was never meant to be, anyway.) 

Christ does tell us a lot about 
the nature of the “inedom. It is so 
wonderful that if we find it, we 
would sell all our nossessions to 
gain it. (Matt.13:44) It is capable 
of srowiny within us. (Luke13:70) 

It is not for the rich(lyke1%:24), 
but rather for the lowl#(inkei3:20), 

This distinction between the rich 
and the poor is interestinz. It supe 
mests that money is not a kev to the 
Xinedom. “his is not exactly an ore 
iginal or radical claimsbut it does 
help a bit. 

Last week, if was seen thot Thriss's 
resurrection was the cominz of the 
Kingdom, Therefore, the answer as to 
what the Kinzdom is lies in the ques= 
tion, what didtthe resurrection prow 
duce?I Peter 1:3 tells us that the 
resurrection “ave us 2 new life.” 
So this new life should be the Kinge 
dom of God. 

Mark 10:15 admonishes us to ree 
ceive the Kingdom of Sod as chile 
dren, while John3:3 tells us we cane 
not see the Kinedom unless we are 
“born anew". 

So the “ingdom is for the "poor" 
and for “children”. What is it that 
the resurrection produced that these 
two groups have in common?Haybe a 
sense of wellebeing with no appar.

thinking. They still anxious- 
ly await the comine of Christ in 
a physical sense, an event ‘le 
has, as was pofnted out last 
week, shown will not occur. 
These people are unwilling to ace 
cept the happiness Christ of— 
fers to us today, here and now. 

The Church is the Kinedém 
portrayed. It is not to be mise 
taken for the Kingdom itself; 
it is only a physical sipn. Nevere 
theless, it is a ston indice 
ation of the joy man can have 
here on earth, if he accepts the 
Kingdom for what it is«happie 
ness and love in, for, and through 
Christ. That*s what it*s all about. 

I do not deny the resurrece 
tion of our spirits in sayine 
this. I only contend that we can 
share in the Kinedom today, while 
on earth, if we are willing. 

It's there;it*’s up to us to 
accept it.

The efficiency of the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA) should be 
commended by every solid, Commie-fearing 
American citizen. ‘The administration 
recently approved a grant of nearly 
$400,000 to Miami to purchase new and 
sophisticated police equipment and to train 
Florida “security forces" for next year's 
Democratic National. Convention. 

Added to this will be $178,313 in local 
funds to repress the protests that occurred 
during the 1968 Democratic Convention 
in Chicago. The project is the first 
of its kind by the LEAA, which has the 
diserétion to fund innovative law enfor- 
cement projects, according to the L.A. 
Times-~Washington Post press service. But 
there is nothing innovative about repres- 
sion by brute force. 

According to the press service, the 
grant includes $228,000 for equipment, 
There will be night vision and optical 
devices, metal detection sweepers and hand 
devices to locate funs or bombs, 35 police 
helmets that contain t ay radios, a 
radio transmission ser 2g systen 


that will prevent unauthorized persons from 
monitoring volice communications, a closed- 
circuit television system complete with TV 
cameras mounted on telephone poles in the 
vicinity of Miami Beach Convention Hall 
feeding pictures back to a mobile command 
post. 

A video tape recorder will keep records 
of anything that happens withing the view 
of TV cameras (Big Brother is watching), 
and some cameras will be placed in corridors 
and other sections of the convention hall 
itself. 

Also for recording actions of the protes- 
tors are mugging cameras, 12 Polaroid cameras, 
movie cameris, film and film processing equ- 
ipment. Plus 2000 plastic handcuffs, body 
armor, bull horns, 40 face shields for riot 
duty, 120 gas grenades, 20 gas grenade laun- 
chers, 45 portable radio transmitters and 
receivers, a portable finger-printing field 
kit, 2 high-intensity portable lights, a 
mobile command van, a 22-passenger winibus 
to transport police and prisoners, plus maps 
and graphic arts materials for the volice 
command vost, 

"Justice" sources said that no federal 
funds were allocated for the purchase of 
"fire-arms, tanks or armoved cars." Miami 
Beach officials were told they would have 
to purchase these itews from local or state | 
funds. 

Much of the equipment will then be shipped 
to San Diego for the Renublican National | 
Convention, Doesnt it leave a warm feeling 
in your heart to know that our government will 
take strong stevs to preserve our freedom? 
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We've finally got an alternative system 
to detention established, even though on 
an experimental tasis. The program is for 
you, the student, and you must see that it 
works. 

Instead of wasting your time staring at 
the walls in the detention room,.you now 
ean attend a Human Relations meeting of a 
student council mesting, or participate in 
a rap-session, all of which will be the 
equivalent of détention. All of these pro- 
grams are designed to do you more good than 
merely doing time. 

The program was started mainly because of the 
suggestions 2f Bull-Sheet staff members, 
who care about YOU, Show us that you care 
about yourself.

Tf you neticed in Friday's issue of 
the Schoul Spirit, a story on first page 
and an editorial concerned a survey that 
was supposedly taken Thursday in homercem, 
If you are confused because you don’? rem- 
ember filling out a survey, you should bs. 
Our principal, Paul Jennings, decided that 
he didn’t want the survey to be taken. 

Jennings supposedly had twice given 
permission for a survey te take place, 
but at the last minute, after the opinion 
sheets had all been mimeographed and counted 
out for each homeroom, Jennings said 
Moi, 

Student cabinet members had sought out 
Mr, Jennings for approval of the specific 
wording of the opinion shee’, but all- 
though they had tried several different 
times to find him, they were unsuccessful. 

Jennings" objection to two specific 
questions was the reason he gave for not 
allowing the poll t# be taken. One ques- 
tiém was convwerning whether the students 
wanted hard-back yearbeoks. denmings 
wanted it mentioned that hardback year- 
books would be more expensive. The other 
question that Jennings did not approve of 
was concerning whether students receiving 
Scholarship B should receive wore rec- 
ognition and a formal induction. 

If these two questions are removed or 
reworded, the pol) might be approved by 
Jennings. One involved teacher says he 
might approve 1t, but he/she is not sure. 
Nan Francis, student cabinet chairwoman, 
believes that Jennings won't approve a 
survey in any forn. 

After she and Sherry Culbertson put 
tn a lot of hard work on the poll, and 
since 4 proved to bo futile, Nan has 
mentioned quitting at the next meeting.

According toe the Scheol Spirit account 
of the sarvey, the questions were basically 
of two types. "The first type asked for an 
epinion or suggestion.

AUTHOR FAVORS NON-COMPULSORY ATTENDANCE 


For a long while, I have felt that. comp— 
ulsory attendance in high school was neces- 
sary. However, recently I have come to 
question the whole structure of the system. 
What. is the use of taking a course for a 
full semester--being in class every day-- 
wheh one already understands the class it- 
self? Why, if one is able to grasp the 
fundamentals of Alpebra, should a person 
be forced to sit through a class and have 
his knowledge reiterated by a teacher? 

let u® take a class cf 30, say for 
example an Algebra III class. Under a non~ 
compulsory attendance method, probably 
10 would never need to come to class, except. 
for testing, The current math books pro- 
vide answers to odd numbered problems, sc 
an adept student can study on his own, 
and is able to check his own work. This, 
in the class, 20 are left, Possibly, ano- 
ther 7 er mere might only come if something 
difficult is encountered. So only 13 or 
80 are left to be taught.in an hour, a 
goed teacher would be able to instruct 13 
pupils far better than 30. This would 
provide for a much closer teacher-student 
relationship. 

Of course, there is always the case of 
the student who cannot undérstand, but 
won't attend classes anyway, Therefore, 

a grade requirement of 2.5 (B-) showld be 
necessary. This is not an average; any 
class in which the student attains this 
score, he may have the option to attend. 

Freshman should be compelled to attend 
class for the first 6 weeks of school. 

For upperclassmen, the average of the last 
semester should determine the first 6 
wetkks of a semester. 

Naturally, classes such as PHys. Ed. 
would not be able to function under this 
system, However, the Phys. Ed. require- 
ment should be dropped as has been said 
before--and if a student registers in that 
class, he should feel responsible to attend. 
If he doesn't, he should drop the course 
or accept his grade. 

In addition, courses should be “drop- 
able" at any time, This, of course, 
eliminates failures, since failing students 
would withdraw at the last tinute. But 
all this will do is remove the technicality 
of the failure. The credit still would 
not be given, and nothing would be gained 
except this: the teacher would have one 
less student tc teach, and the student 
would not have to attend class. 


Algo, in classes like Marching Band, 
students could drop the course after the 
football season. True, no credit would be 
given--but if a student is only in school 
to earn his credits, he deserves to suffer 
through these courses. 

Another objection from teachers is that 
pop quizes could not be given, since tests 
would have to be announced. However, what 
is the purpose of a pop quiz? To see how 
many pupils read the lesson, and that's it. 
But the unfairness is that a deadline should 
not be set on learning, except as the present 
system calls for, namely 6 weeks. If one 
student learns it all the night before the 
test, so that both know the same things, 
is the first student any smarter? Thus, 
quizzes are grossly unfair, since they test 
only what is known at that monent. That 
kind of testing does not encourage students 
to review unlearned matérial~-if they fail 
the test, it’s over. Under a "one-test" 
system, students would have 6 weeks to learn 
the material, and could learn at their own 
rate. 

Finally, semester exams should be given 
in all classes, Semester grades should be 
determined by this basis, not by a compilation 
of the three 6 weeks" grades, These grades 
should serve only as a basis for deciding 
who should have the option. 

The semester test should be of the following 
form: Everyone takes the first testi; 
those who are satisfied with their grades 
need not continue, Anyone who wishes may 
retake another test of equal nature, affording 
a chance for the student to study parts 
he missed the first time. Anyone taking this 
test forfeits his first grade and takes the 
second. 

Why this 2.test symethod? If a student 
has forgotten a iot of material, and fails 
the first test, he will go back and relearn 
it; if he passes it, this will show he hag 
learned the material, which is the goal of 
the school anyway. :

@ few are doing a good Job;these pao- 
ple know who they are.)Their homerooms 
are not represented; it appears that 
teh only reason these students are on 
the Council is to get something else 
under thelr name in the yearbook. 

Too, the Council is apparently pre~- 
ogoupied with such matters as a Christ=- 
mas mailbox, or debating whether or 
not to proclaim a TOLLO Day. When a 
group of Seniors from outside the body 
intreduced several nev bills suggesting 
reforms around Eosse, there vere repea- 
ted complaints of overwork, 

This brings us te e guestion-whst 
is the chief purpose of the Council? 

Ta 4t an elite group whe are in sharge 
of dances and other school activities, 
or is it a representative teoard for 
student opinions? One of the chief 
reasons that this paper came into ex- 
tstence ls that the studen have no 
plate te sound their soup ats. Snouid 
thia not be the primary concern of the 
Counoti? 


If we are in general agreement that 
the general purpose of the Couneil is 
to serve as the students’ voice in 
school affairs, then we must find a 
way to make it more effective to that 
end. (If one feels this ts not the 
groups 7 oat prime function, 
then I ai av a loss as to the reason 
for its existence, } 

“And that the elected might never 
form to themselves an intent seperate 
from the electors, prudence will 
point out the propriety of having el- 
ections often. On this depends the 
eres and happiness of the govern- 
ed, 

The words are of one of America's 
founders, Thomas Paine, in a pamphlet 
entitled Common Sense, It seems to me 
that a bit of common sense on Bosse's 
part would show a need to ohange our 
present system as follows: 


(1) Representatives should be elested 
every six weeks, directly after 
report cards are issued, 

{2) In each home room, all interested 
persons should apply with the 
homercom teacher, 

(3) No grade or conduet requirewent 
should exist-this is merely a 
method of the teashers to build 
the Council around their own spe~ 
cifications, and of the elite 
students te protect their posi-~ 
tion. 

(8) The current office-holder in a 
given howeroom should be requir- 
to state his attendance record 
if he is seeking ra-election, 
and each candidate should be aa 
iowd& to state nis qualifications, 

(5% Atelarge representatives should 
serve for 12 weeks, being elected 

_. @8 they are now, 

{6) Student Council officers should 
serve for a full year, and their 
homercoms should mlect another 
repregentatives 

{7} Committees should be reappointed 
aS Scon as possible, 

These provisions should provide 
for a far more competent Council, Un- 
fertunately, it is hart to imagine a 
representative imperilliing his own 
position to make ngs better for tne 
average student, but if anough pacple 
gripe, something might gst done,

Moet straight A students are perfectly 
happy with the present grading systeu. 
Why shouldn't they be? The system was 
designed sspecially for them, 

The system measures mostly IQs, rather 
than the relative amount cf education a 
student receives, For instance, two 
students may get the sama gradé on a test. 
Lei’s say one, net so bright, siddied for 
three bourse. The other one, intelligent 
but laey, didn*t have to study at all, 
They beth get the same grade. As long as 
an A.B.C. grading system is in effect, 
thiv will happen. 

There is thus no incentive for the A 
svudent te exert any effort. 

A pass~-fail system wouid net force an 
intelligent student to work any harder, 
but Lt would destroy che Lliusion that 
revelving an A means he is being educated, 

Almost everything depends on grades, 


and grades nave become the standard for 
ation. But grades do not measure the 
lent*s desire for knowledge, and they do 
not measure his effort. In fact, they pro~ 
vide ne uniform standard. 

Pass-fail cannot be instituted at the 
high school level, because students, whc have 
been accustomed to a grading system will not 
know how tc react, and will take advantage 
of the system, 

Therefore, pass-fail must be instituted 
at the grade-schocl level, beginning in the 
first grade and working up a grade each year, 
With the elimination of grades, poor studenty 
will net feel less intelligent and will not 
jose interest in education at an early and 
impressionable age. Without a superficial 
grading system, emphasis can be placed on 
dearning and individual effort. Intelligent 
suuidents cannot then be satisfied by making 
only A's, and iess intelligent students will 
not loss interest in school when they ccme 
home with poor grades.

The City Bloc will bring you news of 
what's happening in the different high 
schools, so that you may better realize that 
your own high school is not the whole 
world. What makes your high school better 
or worse than the others? 

We hope that by sharing the problems 
existing in the individual schools we can 
form unity between all city high school 
students, not just those in a particular 
high school. 

This is a completely new paper, not an 
extiension of Bosse's Bull-Sheet or Narris- 
on’s The Crystal Monolith. we can draw 
upon the experience of these papers, 
though, which were discontinued due to 
inside information that the school board 
wanted staff members of the Bull-Sheet 
expelled as soon as possible. 

The editors of this paper must remain 
anonymous, a lesson learned from the ex- 
periences of the earlier papers. “e will 
also distribute outside. of school, to fur- 
ther ensure our ability to continue publi- 
cation., Anyone seriously interested in 
being on our staff, please try and contact 
us, We.also welcome any letters and ex-

A RADICAL PERSPECTIVE 


Today's radical and militant socio- 
logists believe that America's problems 
result from basic faults in “the system" 
and superficial solutions o r reforms 
will therefore be ineffective in solving 
the nation's problems. For this outlook 
they have been severely criticized, and it 
is true that practising radical socio- 
logists are usually in conflict with the 
law. 

Perhaps an illustration of a situation 
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Serving Evansville High Schools 


at. Bosse will shed some understanding and 
perhaps support for this radical line of 
thought, however. The situation deals with 
secondary education specifically and more 
generally the need for a radical overhauling 
of our social and educational systems. 

Near the beginning of this school year, 
staff members of the Bull-Sheet were crit- 
icized by the school administration bec- 
ause the B.S, readily: had criticized much 
of school life, but had offered no positive 
suggestions and made no efforts to remedy 
any of the situations under criticism, 

The assistant principal then made it clear 
that he would be of assistance to us if we 
would work within school channels. He got 

us involved with dudent council, and even 

had the defunct student cabinet reestablished, 
on which one of our staff members was el- 
ected to serve. 

Allthough one of the ulterior motives 
of the ass't principal might have been to 
get us to stop printing the 8ull-Sheet, 
we went along with him to see what effect 
we could have working through school channels, 

We had earlier criticized the detention 
system, a system that offered no rehabil- 
itation and was considered to bea joke as 
far as a deterrant was concerned. 

We came up with a program that offered 
an alternative to sitting for a half hour 
in a detention hall. 

We had a program that would give the 
student a choice of sitting in on a student 
council meeting or a Human Relations meeting 
instead of sitting in a detention hall, 

Or they could do chores for a teacher or 
even pick up trash in the school yard. 

We believed our program would be embraced 
by the detention-receiver if only because 
sitting through a 15-minute student council 
meeting is easier than sitting through a 
30- minute detention poricd. 

The idea was accepted by those in power, 
details worked out and notices concerning 
the new alternatives to detention put in

morning bulletins and on bulletin boards. 
Since the old system was still in effect 
with our program as an alternative, we waited 
for students‘to embra¢e our new program. — 

The program was almost a completel fail- 
ure. Only a few of us, the ones associated 
with the Bull-Sheet, ever took advantage 
of it. 

In analyzing what went wrong, one could ~~ 
say that maybe the program wasn't given 
enough publicity, or it didn’t capture the 
emthusisasm of the students, and leave it 
at that. However, superfidial explanations 
are not sufficient and here is where rad- 
ical sociology is concerned. One must 
realize that the program failed because of 
basic. faults in our educational and social 
systems. 

.The immediate reason the program failed 
was because most students receiving deten- 
tion didn't care about it. 

And the students involved in regular det- 
ention getting are generally lower-class 
(economically), underprivileged, or black. 
Discipline problems and apathy are prev- 
alent in these groups not because of any 
inborn nature (i.e. blacks are lazy) but 
simply because they come from a lower 
educated and poorer segment of society. 
Rejecting the idea that some people are 
“born lazy”, the radical sees that poverty, 


ignorance and racial oppression are. the 
s of many problems in our society, 


root; 
including the failure of the alternate 
detention program. 

One might therefore legitimately direct 
his actions against the economic and social 
structure which causes and perpetuates 
poverty and prejudice, instead of wasting 
his time on alternatives to detention. 

Another root of our problem is our ed- 
ucational system, which at best, does noth- 
.ing to correct problems resulting from 
poverty and prejudice. Minority and lower 
class students carry a great load of prob 
lems on their shoulders when they enter 
grade schools. With the emphasis on com- 
petition and A‘s and B’s (which is fine 
for the middle class pupil), the under- 
privileged soon falls to the bottom of the 
class, and being unable to bring himself 
up, loses interest in school and drops 
out, thus perpetuating his ignorance and 


poverty. 

Those who don't lose complete interest 
go thru school receiving low grades, having 
discipline problems, and not caring about a 
new detention system established by do- 
gooder middle-class students. aetis

Some reasons for this action he 
gave over the P.fA. are that the 
paper's pur,ose is to change ;eo;le's 
opinions, cor upt their morals, and 
change their religion. One rezson 
not mentioned was that he had re- 
eeived. calls from yarents. 

. -AS soon as - Pritchett!'s 
announcenent was finished, many stu- 
cents cecided to take action. But 
what could they do? ome ;ecple 
brought. it up in Student Council,

In every person's life, there comes a 
time when he is faced with an inescapable 
decision~- yes or no, right or wrong, 
black or white-- no middle ground that the 
mind se longs for. 

Such a choice will face every graduate 
from this school, both in this year and 
those to come. That decision is: are the 
principles which this institution has ime 
parted to the students the values to be 
held later in life? 

The answer, perhaps unfortunately, is 
painfully obvious~- no. The system so 
prevalent at this school is what the world 
has labeled “the American Way" and, sad 
but true, it is a resounding failure-- a 
disgrace to the American name. 

Life in America is better than anywhere 
else in the world, say the experts. But 
by what judgement? Money-- the curse of 
mankind. Much as the golden treasure may 
buy, it has not eliminated suffering in 
the land that has the most of it. It has 
not eliminated crime; indeed, greed has 

it. 

This country has an annual budget of 
$250 billion, yet there are people starving 
for lack of $1 for bread; people are home- 
less for want of $10 rent. What is the 
justice in such a system? 

It is just this situation that is dup- 
ldcated at this school. Last semester, 
when students conducted a fund drive for 
a@ needy family, they were told not to col- 
lect in the building; when they adjourned 
to an empty classroom and quietly counted 
what little had been cbtained, they were 
chased from the school, The reason: 
"There are students here at Bosse who need 
food, too, so it isn't fair to. collect for 
a family on the West Side™, Yet when the 
Pep Club gells items to rdise money to 
promote School Spirit, no one bats an eya. 
Justice? The founding fathers would be 
appalled. It is bad enough when the admin 
istration of this school supresses a group 
of students attempting to exercise their 
freedom and education. But when that body 
begins to trample on the right of paople 
to a decent meal in the name of FAIRNESS, 
it is the epitowe of evil, which has come 
to characterize our decadent society, both 
in America and at Bosse. 

There is little that can be done to cor- 


rect the situation at Bosse; through my 
four years at this institution, I discovered 
that. But looking back, it is cbvicus that 
something wust be transformed. And that 

is the willingness of this year's students, 
and those in years to come, to accept what 
is being taught. 

Every man is entitled to basic rights and 
freedoms, foremost among these being the 
right to live securely, not in fear of the 
future, The methods at Bosse teach the sare 
flomdering balues as does tha society which 
allows its children to starve while its lead- 
ers argue over how many millions to spend on 
the next campaign. These standards must 
be rejected; EQUALITY NOW is our only hope 
for survival.

The Wisconsin Primary 


With Senator George MeGovern’s clear-cut 
victory in the Wisconsin primary, there 
seems to be at last a faint giimmer of hope 
that what was once loosely called the "Am~ 
erican Dream" can be salvaged. Largely 
responsible for McGovern’s victory was 
what political experts have described as 
the best political organization in a state 
primary in 20 years. 

As part of a bus-load of young Evans- 
villians that traveled to Milwaukee to do 
volunteer work for the Senator, I can state 
that it was the enthusiasm and hard work 
of young people like us that was a primary 
factor in his victory. Not only a bus- 
load from Evansville made the trip, but 
young people from Ohic, Michigan, Texas, 
Towa, California and other parts of Indiana 
converged on Milwaukee, the hub of the 
McGovern effort. 

Hundreds of young people addressed and 
stuffed letters to Milwaukee's inner-city 
residents containing endorsements fron 
black leaders, including Rev, Jesse Jackson. 
Canvassers walked house-to-house, handing 
out literature and asking for support in 
the primary. When time was getting short, 
literature was left at people's doors. A 
phone bank was manned, receiving calls 
and answering questions on McGovern's pol- 
ieies. Calls went out asking for support. 
There were eight McGovern store-front 
“offices in Milwaukee alone, including a 
wharehouse where volunteers slept. Few 
people were not contacted in some way for 
support for George McGovern. 

In canvassing door-to.door Saturday 
afternoon in a middle-class section of Mil- 
waukes, I found most people undecided as 
to how they would cast their vote. For 
most people, their contact with the other 
candidates was strictly through paid news- 
media advertising. The fact that McGovern 
volunteers were able to personally reach 
so many voters no doubt was a big factor. 

What all of this shows is that while

Fifteen minutes later, the large 
group of students split into four 
smaller ones for personalized 
propaganda from the individual 
fields of service, Portunately, 
this wag not recruitment, 

This in itself was bad enough, 
after being tolé that ws were to 
be invormsd about the new draft 
jaw, But the reoruitment is cleare 
ly in violation of rule G17, 
which statese 

"There shall be no distribution 
through the publie sshoola of any 
material exeept suoh educational 
purposes as may be approved by the 
beard of school trustees. Such mate 
ariel shall be free from any inter~ 
pretation of personal, political, 
ov commercial advantages to those 
who may desire or request such dia» 
tribution, 

The first sentence wakes the so- 
tion legal, sinea the Sshcol Beard 
undoubtedly approved the program. 
But the second sentence specifical= 
ky bans any propaganda to be used 
to that group*s advantage. There 
48 mo way around the fect that the 
assembly csawed one purpose-to per= 
suade unwitting seniors{dupes) ine 
to joining the Armed Forces, Tous, 

the group Was using asheol 
vime to achieve a “political ade 
vantage", which is clearly an 


fraction of the rule. 

Ironically, this isthe very rule used 
te outlaw the BullgSheet, Are we of the 
paper using ghe medium for “personal, 
political, or commercial advantage"? 
That we seek no personal glory is wit- 
nessed by the fact that ws do not sign 
our names, but write as a staff, That 
political gain is not our goal is show 
in that we have, from cux inception, 
never censored or omitted an opposing 
view(see Steve Bullock’s letter, this 
igsue), That we seek no sommercial 
gain is evident; we are still in debt.

MOVIE REVIEW 


"The Viet Nam War Today" 
Based on the novel by John Fitzgerald Kennedy 


Original Idea: 
Sereen Adaptation: 


Dwight David Eisenhower 
Richard Nixen : 


A Lyndon Baines Johnson Production 


This newly-released feature-length film 
merits much praise, despite its uncanny 
resemblance to Harry Truman's "War In 
Korea"; however, the ending is somewhat 
different, and the cast is smaller. 

Henry Kissinger is cast in the lead- 
ing role of the United States, and turns 
in a brilliant performance despite poor 
directing from LBJ, A high-point in the 
show occurs when Kissinger, decked out in 
dazzling red, white, and blue, sings 
"If I Only Had A Brain" from the Wizard 
of Oz, The U. S, is the butt of most of 
the abuse in the film, particularly at the 
hands of the Commnists (also known as 
the Great Red Spector), played by Leonard 
Breznev, 

Mayor Richard Daley of Chicago turns 
in one of his finest roles of his car- 
eer as the South Vietnamese Government, 
swindling the U.S. cut of millions of dol- 
lars, His theme song, sung in honor of 
the retiring General. Westmoreland, was 
the sparkling "There’s No Dupe Like an 
Old Dupe", ; 

Minor roles in the production are? 
Spire Agnew as the Silent Majority; 

Avbie Hoffman as the Vocal Minority; 
Mao Twe-Tung as the Viet. Cong (NLF); 
Pat Paulsen as the American represent 
ative in Paris; The DAR and the VFW as 
she Pentagon ‘theme song “Old Felks At 
Home"); Charles De Gaulle as the rest of 
vhe world. 

The plot unfolds as President Eisen- 
hower orders tactical advisors tc Indo- 
china, and traces the life of «he average 
South Vietnamese peasant woman (John Wayne) 
through 1968. 

Special tribute for this portion is 
dus te Lyndon Johnson for his memorable 
rendition of John Birch’s "Stop the Red 
Tide". 

The climax of the film comes in late 
1968 when Ricky Nixon is elected Pres- 
ident and attempts to break all of his 
campaign promises about. ending the war. 
However, he concentrates sc hard on stif. 
ling the economy that the war almost ends 
in late 1971, | 
% Vietnaw (portrayed by Char-lee 
3) saves the day by invading the 


South and allowing Assistant Director Abrams 
to display his uuique talent for audio vis- 
ual effects by staging a bombing of the North. 
So realistic was his effort that many of the 
rice workers actually thought they had been 
killed by the American bombs. 

An amusing sidelight featured a protest 
on the campus of Kent State University. 

The students (played by the Major League 
Basebali Player's Agscciation) seemed bent 
on the destruction of the ROTC Building un- 
til the Ohio National Guard (the Baseball 
Owners) appeared and shot several of then. 

The film fades cut with a small child 
(Ralph Nader) carrying an anti-war placard 
across the White H-use Lawn to the tune of 
"You're a Grand Old Flag". 

Original film score was composed by John 
Kennedy and Hubert Humphrey, and included 
such favorites as "Blood Makes the Rice 
Grow", "I Left My Heart (and most of my 
biocd) On Hill Eleven", and "So Long, Uncle 
Sam." 

The one gripe with the film is that while 
most of the stray pieces were tied together 
in the end, the matter of the Prisoners- 
of-War was left unanswered, almost as if the 
authors didn't care.

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Thoughts on "Modern" Education 


In an educational system as large and 
complex as ours is, an inherent conflict 
between the rights of the individual and 
the group arises. Since the system is 
designed to deal with the education of 
what I term the "aggregate student", the 
education of the individual often suffers 
tremendously. 

This aggregate student is of the white, 
middle-class culture, and his social and 
political views are not radical, not even 
liberal, American education is well-suited 
for the giregate needs, but unfortunately, 
what appears to be an inescapable problem 
with the structure of any school designed 
to educate two thousand students is that 
any student not conforming to the aggre- 
gate culture will be left by the wayside of 
the organized educational process. 

4s a result, the black inner-city 
student is taught whitecilture by white 
teachers using textbooks written by white 
educators. Black history is not ewen 
authorized for high school credit in Indiana. 
Where it is offered without credit, it is 
usually taught by white teachers. 

It isn’t just black students who are 
bppassed by aggregate education unless they 
sacrifice varying degrees of their unique 
A4dentity, Across the nation, high school 
students who have voiced their thoughts 
through underground newspapers have faced 
expulsion from school. And check out who 
the students receiving formal wcognition 
and honor from the school are. Read the 
menbership rolls of the National Honor 
Society. See which students are selected 
to speak at commencement exercises. 

Inherently, there is a tremendous social 
pressure during all twelve of a student's 
years in public school to conform to the 
aggregate student culture, The pressure 
4sn't entirely social, however, but is a 
general rule policy among teachers and 
administrators, Subtle pressure is often 
unconsciously exerted by teachers who use 
their powers to recognize the views of only 
students who politely raise their hands, 
sit quietly at their desks and cooperate 
readily, I€ often gets to the point where 
‘the student is apathetic towards classes, 
because this form of “education™ has no 
meaning to him. I've found myself in this 
sttuation more than once. What here arsbe- 
Ang questioned are the values of the agg- 
regate culture. 


The right of the individual to hold his ow 
values is implicit in the American heritage. 
Unfortunately, people today are ail too willing 
to ritualistically sacrifice the individual's 
rights for what appears to them to be group 
security~-whether it be under the guise of 
“Law and Order", “internal security” or am~ 
azingly enough, sometimes even "freedom", 
There are indeed indications of a trend 

towards the allowance of greater individual 
liberties in the schools. But as long as it 
Ais generally agreed upon that all students 
must be given a standardized education in the 
cheapest and most efficient manner possible, 
there seems to me to be a great flaw in our 
society. -ft

The above verse, from Corinthians, has 
been chosen as the theme of the Senior Bd- 
ition, with the obvious inference that by 
the time a high school student becomes a 
genior, he is an adult. Here comes the break 
with reality, or at least consistency, in the 
school structure. Anyone still in high school, 
senior or not, can't help feeling emasculated 
by the high school environment. The student's 
life is dictated by the ringing of bells, like 
Pavlov's conditioned dogs. Teachers patrol 
the halls with detention pads, to ensure a 
prison-like atmosphere, and students are ex- 
pected to follow the rules with a robot-like 
subservience. 

If teachers and administrators want stud- 
ents to behave in a mature manner, they aren’t 
going to accomplish this with threats of det~ 
ention, or by treating students as if they 
were all totally incapable of being trusted 
with any responsibility. Simply because when 
they went to school, the students docilely 
walked from class to class, being sure to be in 
their seats when the bell rang and to raise 
their hands before saying anything, like "good 
niggers" are , doesn’t mean that 
this generstion has an obligation to take it. 
It has been pointed out by many older people 
that this generation has matured earlier. Un- 
fortunately, the high schools have remained 
basically the same over the past 50 years, 
granted a few "reforms", like a liberalized 


dress code. A change has got to come.

There comes a time in the life of every 
well-deserving young head when he scrapes 
the bottom of his stash with his feverish 
fingernails, only to find nothing but a 
few mangled seeds, Angrily, he throws 
them under his bed or stashes them under 
his carpet. 

But let us examine the situation to see 
if he has really done everything possible 
for his head. 

Enter the meek Pot seed with a new in- 
sight-- an understanding of the potential 
this little morsel of unborn life has. 

Growing your own stuff has many advan- 
tages. Quite obviously, you will never 
have to pay for it. Secondly, you're sure 
to have a full stash in the months to fol- 
low. And then when you finally do run 
out, chances are you will easily be able 
to aquire more from your friends, as they 
most likely got in m the crop too. 

Planting the seeds is no problem, Find 
a secluded place where no one ever goes 
or those that do go are ignorant of what 
the devil weed looks like, (Not your 
front yard or tomato garden.) Plant the 
seeds not more than 13 feet together and 
possibly throw two or three in each hole 
to insure a hardy crop.

Perhaps not since the advent of pop- 
ular music has there been such a tal- 
ented artist as Bob Dylan, Although 
he began his career as a disciple of 
the late Woody Guthrie, he soon over-= 
shadowed the master, and since then 
he has not only become a legend, but 
has made more impact on the world of 
music than any other person in the 
last decade,or more, 

This album contains what should be 
considered a fair sampling of post~ 
protest Dylan material, 

A pair of light blues numbers are 
included, "Watchin® the River Flow" 
and "I Shall Be Released", For some 
reason, “One More Weekend" was not 
included. 

Much social commentary ia scattered 
throughout the two discs, The songs 
are not, however, of the early pro- 
test roots, but more closely follow 
the pattern of "Like a Rollin’ Stone" 
Notable are "Stuck Inside of Mobile" 
and "Just Like Tom Thumb Blues", 
Hendrix’ "All Along the Watchtower", 
which Dylan penned, also falls into 
this category. 

Dylan is not so well known for his 
love songs, but as always, they a- 
bound on this LPs "Lay Lady Lay”, 
"Don't Think Twiow, It's All Right", 
"If Not For You", and "“It*s All Over 
Now, Baby Blue", to name a few, are 
included, 

Displaying his Nashville influence, 
two of the above numbers, plus the 
new songs, “You Ain't Goin’ Nowhere" 
and "Down In the Flood", are filled 
with the twang of Bob's acoustic 
guitar, 

An all-time favorite, "My Back 
Pages", is included, and to date 
stands as his most mysterious number, 

"Tomorrow Is a Long Time" sounds 
almost like a Paul Simon lyric, 
lamenting man’s lack of control over 
time, Also along this line is "When 
I Paint My Masterpiece", expressing 
the half-hearted belief that every= 
thing will be alright in the end. 

The album somes forth highly re- 
commended, Jf you can afford all of 
Dylan's LP's, by all means, buy then. 
But for the average budget, you'll 
not find a better $6 investment.

Satire: The Latest in the War 


The Bosse auditorium was filled to cap- 
acity and all student and faculty eyes were 
upon the principal, Paul Jennings. He had 
called the special assembly in order to make 
a history-changing speech concerning the 
latest developments in the war between rad- 
icals and faculty regulars. 


PJ: We are faced with a very grave 
situation here at Bosse, as I am sure you 
are all well aware of. The latest radical 
offensive is presently on the verge of 
capturing the cafeteria, as well as a large 
section of our hallways. Although we have 
a well-equipped and courageous army of fac- 
ulty regulars who have done their best to 
curb the student offensive, the enemy has 
already captured the halls outside of our 
new addition, and indeed, our new building 
4s in serious danger of falling into radical 
hands. They've captured two tables in the 
cafeteria, and are constantly threatening 
to take more, We've rushed in our elite 
corps of administration reserves to shore 
up the lines, but their ranks have been 
steadily depleted due to extended warfare. 
The situation has reached the state of 
emergency, and there are only three poss- 
ible courses of action that we can take 
to extricate ourselves from the situation. 

The first alternative we have is to 
pull out our faculty troops and in effect, 
give the radicals complete control of half 
the building, and succumb to theirlist of 
demands. This I find completely unaccep- 
table, because I refuse to allow a coalition 
government at Bosse in which the students 
are given any power in controlling their 
own affairs. 

Oyr second alternative is to negotiate 
with the radicals to try to arrive at ajust 
political settlement, We've continually 
tried this over the past year, sending in 
our Chief Negotiator, Al Buck, to try to 
reagon with the radicals. They've only 
used these conferences to further their 
own propaganda purposes, and have never 
made any serious attempts to arrive at a 
reasonable settlement with us. We've made 
concession after concession, even going 
as far as reestablishing student cabinet, 
but they have stubbornly refused to arrive 
at any kind of settlement. 

That leaves only a third alternative 
possible: We must cut the radicals off 
at their source. At this very time, mines 
are being planted around the entrances 


to the cafeteria and new addition, and in- 
creased faculty bombers will patrol the 
halls before school and between periods 
with orders to seek and destroy all students 
who appear to have no specific reason for 
their presence. All students will be given 
three detention periods to leave the area. 

I would now like to direct a few personal 
messages, first of all to the faculty, then 
to the students, and finally to the radicals 
themselves, 


Faculty, I hope that you will give me the 
continued support that you have demonstrated 
in the past and that I'm sure you will demon- 
strate in the future. We need your continued 
support if our present aggression, er, I mean 
protective reaction mission against the rad- 
icals is to be successful. 

Students of Bosse High School, although 
a few of you have been the root of all our 
recent problems, I have faith in the great, 
silent majority of you, and expect you to 
conduct yourselves in a manner appropriate 
for high school students, and assist our ef- 
forts in bringing a lasting peace into the 
halls of Bosse. After all, it is you the 
students who will benefit by the achievement 
of this lasting peace. 

Radicals, we’ve tried to negotiate with 
you, but you've only attempted to humiliate 
us. We made conciliation after conciliation, 
but you have refused to be reasonable. I 
refuse to be the first principal to bring 
defeat to the long and glorious honor of Bossse 
High School. With this in mind, I have taken 
our latest actions. Increased detention and 
mining will continue until you agree to a 
School Board supervised cease-fire and return 
all of the American flags and cafeteria silver- 
ware you have captured. 

B.S of the P.: Mu ech: 
It‘s obvious that Jennings’ program of 
facultization has been a dismal failure. Fac~ 
ulty regulars have been taking heavy casual- 
ties in recent weeks, and in many cases have 
retreated under fire to the lounge for strat- 
egy discussions, 

By his actions, the principal is risking 
injuring cafeteria and construction workers, 
who might accidentally set off a mine. This 
could involve union retaliation which could 
cripple Bosse by a long strike. 

Detention has proved to be totally inef- 
fective in curbing radical activities in the 
past, and Jennings undertook the mining of the 
cafeteria and new addition against the better 
advice of his official advisers. 


Ralph Nader: Radical Changes Needed 

Ralph Nader, tirelessly devoted con- 

sumer advocate, not too recently addressed 
a convention center full of Evansvillians, 
but since his remarks are not out of date, 
a few of them have been brought to you. 
Asked to direct his remarks to the area of 
health care, Mr. Nader spoke on everything 
from automobile safety and pollution to the 
need for a new breed of citizens who will 
keep industry and government responsive to 
the consumer/citizen. 

“Automobile accidents and environmental 
pollution are forms of violence", and should 
be recognized as such, explained Mr, Nader, 
He charged that the automobile industry 
has become irresponsive to safety engineering 
in cars in order to bolster the spare parts 
and repair trade. The bumpers of a model T 
Ford took a 5 mph crash with hardly any 
damage, while modern cars have been shown 
to suffer an average of $350 damage in a 
similar collision, Nader stated, 

The thin layer cf air that surrounds 
the earth may become contaminated, Nader 
warned, “unless we learn to tollet-train 
our industries." Nader told the audience 
that the narrow value of sales must be 
replaced with the broader human value of 
health and that "We have to develop a new 
psychology beginning with kindergarteners. 
We've got to teach them that the smoke in 
the air is violence.” 

"There is a class difference in environ- 
mental pollution,” stated Nader, noting that 
the worst pollution occurs in the slums, 
"It is no longer allowable for us to allow 
a few powerful people to decide what kind 
of air we are going to breath, what qual- 
ity of water we are going to drink, and what 
kind of safety standards are going to be 
enforced," rallied Mr. Nader. 

Mr, Nader pointed out that legal chan- 
nels were over-priced and that the con-~ 
sumer could not afford to take companies 
producing shoddy goods to court. “Most 
Americans are shut out of the legal system-- 
a very harsh conclusion but very well doc- 
umented." He pointed out a case, though, 
where consumers banded together and suc- 
cessfully sued a company. 

Mr, Nader believes that Congress® action 
in consumer legislation has been more dam- 
aging to the consumer than beneficial. 

"All congress is doing is trying to shore 
up a bankrupt system. All the trends are 


in the wrong direction. . .Congress has passed 
piecemeal legislation which has taken the 
steam out of the basic over-hauls that are 
needed," Mr. Nader has concluded. 

Referring to the education being received 
by students, Nader charged that "they are 
brought into a system that shreds them of 
their moral concerns. Care and compassion 
has to be incorporated into our educational 
system." 

"We need a new definition of citizenship", 
summed up Mr, Nader in the conclusion of his 
no-notes two hour speech. "When the citizeus 
become apathetic, government will do whatever 
it wants, or whatever special interest groups 
want it to do. What we need is a new breed 
of full-time citizens", citizens which will 
ensure that industry and government will be 
responsive to the needs of the people, urged 
Nader. 

“Why do politicians praise the © ilent 
Majority'?" asked Mr, Nader, “Because they 
don't ask the politicians any questions. 

They have resigned themselves from democracy", 
he explained. w-ft

Paul Jennings: 
Failure Defined 


This sheet has a proud history of charac~ 
ter defamation of our principal, Paul Jen- 
nings. We've pictured him at various times 
as a babbling idiot, a tyranical despot, 
the non-happening at Bosse high school, the 
unliberated version of motherhood, a gutter 
rat who has gnawed his way through the back 
door into his office, and the Richard Nixon 
of Bosse High School. 

If you have strong feelings of sympathy 
for the persecuted of all descriptions, and 
have never met Mr, Jennings personally, you 
might even have felt sorry for him sometimes 
after an especially vicious attack. What is 
it that drives us to such total disrespect 
for our man in the office? Certainly, he's 
relatively harmless. Why not let a sleeping 
dog lie?

Let's examine why we believe Jennings 
to be a failure as principal, in light of 
the above philosophy.

The few leader- 
ship traits Jennings possesses and only 
rarely displays are so out of line with 
the modern high school student as to be 
totally ineffective. For the same reason, 
he has no general respect. And without 
respect, he becomes nothing more than ano~ 
ther civil servant, with a job little 
different from being the head of a lic- 
ense branch, The seat of school power 
effectively shifts from his office to the 
student book of rules, as vulgar a guide 
to conduct as is imaginable... Is Jennings 
really dead, as we have rumored?

This is not to say. that we ever did need 
office leadership; indeed, we appear much 
better off without it. It’s just that 
there seems to be this strange paradox 
of leadership at Bosse which reduces the

In all fairness, we must say 
that we couldn't find a man more devoted 
to the high school student than Mr. Buck.

Is i= fair that the poor 
only should be shuffled around? Thomas 
Jefferson would turn in his grave. 

Also noted are the mass demonstrations 
qn the busing districts. It would seem 
that a goodly portion of our population 
stand against the measure. And surely their 
tions are honorable-- to save the 
neighborhood schocis. Equal sducation 
all the way, out keep near home. Of 
course, it's probably just a coincidence 
that. these protests always ccur in the 


affiueni. areas. But i is interesting to 
note that the very people whe assailed Martin 
Luther King's theory of “breaking unjust 
laws" se Yehewently are the cnes whe are 
violating the attendance regulations by 
keeping their children home. 

The situaiion is approaching ihe old gag~ 
iine "I don't mind them, but would you want 
your daughter to merry cone?" Unfortunately, 
this country should be long past laughing 
at such statements. Crying might be more 
appropriat: Tt 4s indeed shameful when a 
leading magazine columist labels busing "the 
first step toward slavery" (Milton Friedman, 
Newsweek, Feb, 29, 1972). But this shame is 
what we see everywoere, Particularly dis. 
heartening is «he North, where attitudes 
are supposad to be more lenient. Rioters 
from middle-class neighborhocds overturned 
buses in a Michigan city this fall; (what if 
Chicage’s Daley had beerr there to "shoot ail 
locters ic kill or maim"?) The only diff. 
ersnce between the North and the South is that 
the South is more honest. 

Busing may not be desirable. .But if we 
wish to see equality, it is our only choice. 
Education is a right and not a privilege. 

We cannot deny this right because of a person’e 
address, To reuse this right is to trample 
the Declaration cf Independence under foot and’ 
to jeopardize the future of this nation. 

We must support the program or pay the costs.

(In this week's edition of the Seheol 
Spirit, there appears a letter to the edi- 
tor written by Ronms J. Graen (a Bogss stu 
dent). It deals with tke actions of a cera 
ain NHS pledge, and with disrespect to~ 
wards Amorica, in general. The following 
4s a diseussion of Ronna’s beliefs.) 


RJ Greoneham-owhat is it? It sounds 
like a gluttonous manifestation of the 
repressive American society. I might nore 
mally dismiss this RJG as a joke, but 
unfortunately I ca n*t do so because Ane 
eriea is filled with people of similar 
character-othe “America- love it or leave 
44" common garden variety of blind patriots. 

I do not wish to attack Ronna as an 
4ndividual, for she is not such. She has 
gaerificed her individuality to becoxze 
one of the faceless, mindless robots, or 
"Silent Majority". She seems willing to 
serve, and not question, the State, and 
sueh is the duty of all citizens in a 
totalitarian government, By being a 
"Yeeal member of the silent majority”, 
Ronna exposes her American dogma for all 
to see, and be either rejected by free 
souls, or accepted as "Gospel-truth" by 
others of her mindless gender, 

Let’s examine sone of her statements 
infetail. Ronna says, of her letter to 
the editor, that "I thought I made it 
elear that anyone who dislikes the U.S. 
enough to show disrespect. at a mozent 
which is irrelevent to whatever is going 
on, ke should try to find something better. 
Thore’s a time and place for most things, 
but as far as I°m concerned there's never 
@ right time to show disrespect to one's 
country.” 

Ronna naturally assumes that a NHS 
induction is totally unrelated to the An 
erican society, or the flag which represents 
it. She is typically wrong. The purpose 
of NHS seems to we to be to honor the stu- 
dents who have devoted their talents to 
becoming a part of the structured school 
society. My previous existence at Bosse 
seemed to be devoted to this goal, and for 
this I received the "honor". Since my 
idéas had changed from the time I filled 
out the NHS application to the time I 
received notification of my acceptance, 
the flag incident was a symbolic notification 
that henceforth, Rick Elmendorf chooses 
goals different than those of the majority 


of the American society--conformlity. 

If onc understands the true syubolism 
of the incident, the action does not appear 
irrelevant to the occasion. 

I do not condemn those who consider 
NHS te be a true honor, I only ask of them, 
paraphrasing Henry David Thoreau, to “Let 
me step to the music which I hear, however 
usasured or far away." 

In the flag incident, I was also declaring 
that America has not earned my respsct, due 
to the masses of Americans, in many respects 
not unlike Ronna, who have entangled us in 
Vietnam, eaused a separation of Races, 
raised the money-god to an exalted position, 
ealled for the discontinuance of many civil 
liberties, and generally have done their best 
to stifle dissent. 

Another belief that Ronna kas stated 
for the Bull-Sheet follows: “I don*t think 
we're dying in Vietnam to make our country 
better. I think what we went to Nam to 
accomplish, which was train Vietnamese to 
fight their own war, was right. However, 
Communism and socialism is one thing I don’t 
feel the U.S. needs and to delay the making 
of Commmist and socialistic governuents is 
a worthwhile cause, The less Communistic 
and socialistic countries we have the less 
our chances of being taken over by one of the 
above mentioned governsents,” 

Of all of RJG’s statements, I find none 
so frustrating and detrimental to world 
progress. Ronna, like so many Americans, 
automatically equates Communism (capital C) 
with socialism, and defines America’s foreign 
policy as designed to prevent socialist 
governments from evolving. Perhaps Ronna 
would have us attack Great Britain, Sweden, 
West Germany or otker European rations, 
which have all adapted socialism to varying 
degrees. 

Ise a demceratie socialist form of 
goverment, the citizen is granted all the 
Fights enjoyed im a capitalistic goverment. 
Socialisa is better than capitalism for many 
countries, especially underdeveloped ones. 
(Waat does a know about free enter- 
prise?) What right doss the U.S. have to 
force its om form of government on other 
peoples? This makes America the agressive 
government, not the Commmists. 

Im conelusioa, I am greatful for the 
rights I receive as an American citizen, but 
Fealizs that these rights are not confined to 
only Americans. I fear that there are those 
Americans who would take away or limit ny 
rights, simply because I appear to have ideas 
different from theirs.
